AUSTIN, Tex., July 12.— A tele­ 
graphic request from J. L. Lancast­ 
er, receiver for the Texas and Paci­ 
fic railway at Dallas, that state 
forces be employed to protect work­ 
men on that railroad during the 
shopmen’s strike was received at 
the office of Governor Pat M. Neff 
this morning and forwarded to the 
governor at Stephenville, where he 
is to deliver an address tonight. Ad­ 
ju tant General Barton said he had 
heard nothing as to Mr. Lancaster’s 
request and that any action must 
come from the governor. 
Mr. Barton said, however, that

grievance,” said Nels Anderson, who 
is making a study of migratory men 
under the auspices of Chicago phil­ 
anthropic agencies. "In some, on the 
other hand, there is genuine feeling. 
The work of the late Bill Quirke is 
particularly meritorious.’' 
The paper-bound anthology bears 
on the cover some discriminating I 
definitions: "A hobo is a migratory 
worker. A tramp is a migratory non 
worker. A bum is a stationary non­ 
worker.” 
He Has His Place 
"The migratory worker,” said Mr. 
Anderson, is essential to industry. 
"Sheep-sheering and 
salmon fish­ 
ing, being seasonal tasks, can only 
be performed by wanderers. Occupa­ 
tional diseases send men from one 
kind of work to another. Other men 
wander because they lack the back­ 
bone to stay at one job, because 
they are queer and fail to fit into 
their original environment, or be­ 
cause they have lost out in the 
struggle of life.” 
One o' Bill Quirke’s efforts con­ 
tains these lines: 


Have you rotted wet in a grading 
camp 
Or scorched in a desert line? 
Or done your night stunt with your 
lamp, 
Watching 
the 
timbers 
drip 
with 
damp 
And hearing the oil rig whine? 


I do no kicking at God or fate 
I keep my shoes for the road—

Grim humor 
characterizes

the boasting of a genial liar who 
was supposed to be cooking "Mul­ 
ligan stew” for his comrades at a 
hobo camp: 


Now Checkers, he was a good fel­ 
low, 
As far as good fellowship goes, 
But he will never again be a hero, 
Or kill any more of his foes. 


He is sleeping at peace in the valley. 
O'er his head grow the laurel and 
fern; 
He shall ride no more rattlers or 


ponies, 
For he let that Mulligan burn! 


The "hobo working stiff” defends 
himself from abuse as follows: 


When the wheat is ripe in the field 
of grain, 
He climbs on a passenger blind, 
And haggard sways on that tremb­ 
ling train, 
As it 
rushes through 
the rough 
night wind. 


On the road, he’s a cat, a bloody 
fink, 
And a siecor-bill to spare, 
And a bindle-stlff as a gentle link 
in the names he has to bear. 


And the truth of it is, he’s neither 
a tramp, 
A fink, or a Johnny Yegg, 
A fly-by-night, a vagrant scamp, 
Or much of a fellow to beg. 


Yes, the hobo worker is the lad 
that plods, 
Up the track as the train goes by; 
He builds the road and rides the 
rods, 
And his cities light the sky; 
But he has never »a bed to lay his 
head 
Or a roof to hide his grime. 
He harvests the wheat

Terms Are Defined. 
Mr. 
Anderson defined some of 
the unusual terms used 
here.

siccor-bill is a hobo who grinds 
scissors, though the term has been 
transferred to apply to any man 
who is new to the road,a green­ 
horn. A fink or a yegg, is a crim­ 
inal. A bindle-stiff or bundle stiff 
is a wanderer who carries his bed­ 
ding in a bundle: a blanket stiff.” 
"The mission and the employment 
agency contribute to the life of the 
tramps’ 
neighborhood,” 
said 
Mr. 
Anderson. "So does ‘Paddy the Pig’, 
the old fat man who sits on the 
curb or argues with street corner 
idlers, assuring them, ‘You’re all 
ignorant. 
I 
used 
to be 
ignorant 
myself.’ So does the woman who 
goes about feeding alley cats for 
an area of several blocks. 
"This particular woman dislikes 
foreigners and 
prides 
herself 
on 
being an American, but she has a 
kind spot in her heart for home­ 
less cats. She says, ‘The city could 
give work to all you boys if it 
would set them to cleaning chim­ 
neys and the roofs. The soot on the 
roofs blows on the clothes when 
they’re hung out on the roofs to 
dry.' She does her own part by 
scouring the fountains on the streets 
regularly, gratis.”

1000 Children Are 
Arrested Annually 
On Federal Counts

WASHINGTON, 
July 
12.— Ap­ 
proximately 1,000 children under 18 
years of age are arrested in the 
United States each year for viola­ 
tions of federal laws, Secretary of 
Labor Davis 
announced 
today in 
making 
public 
a 
report 
dealing 
with the procedure of federal courts 
and delinquent children, prepared 
by the Children’s Bureau: 
The report presents the results of 
a study of methods of dealing with 
children who have violated postal 
and other federal laws. The postof­ 
fice department and the Department 
of Justice assisted the labor de­ 
partment in its investigations by 
making available their records. The 
study 
showed 
1,14 5 children #ar- 
rested during a two year period 
for violating postal laws and 211 
arrested for other federal offenses. 
A4 measure 
authorizing 
federal 
probation, the report 
said, 
was 
passed by congress in 1817 but was 
not signed by the president. A simi­ 
lar bill is pending in the present 
congress, and the proposed legisla­ 
tion, the report suggested, would 
enable the United States courts to 
deal much more 
effectively 
with 
children’s cases. It was probable, the 
report pointed out, that the simp­ 
lest, most practicable, and least ex­ 
pensive plan for the proper handling 
of children’s cases involving viola­ 
tion of federal laws would be the 
development of a definite system of 
reference to state juvenile courts at 
least in certain types of cases.
